Report of the Advisory Committee 


TO THE VOTERS OF THE 
TOWN OF SOUTHBORO 


The recommended total budget ($629,877.02) plus the 
total recommended warrant articles ($72,136.36) brings 
the total warrant to a recommended figure of $702,013.38 
which ‘compares with the recommended figure of $669,217.54 
for the year 1959. This is an increase of $32,795.84 over last 
year. 


The amount of available funds or “free cash” as of 
January 1, 1960 as certified by the Director of Accounts 
is $90,685.12. This compares with the 1959 “Free Cash” 
figure of $150,885.74. 


The Advisory Board wishes to call particular attention to 
four warrant articles and the recommendations which have 
been made thereon: 


Articles 29 and 30 


The Board feels that the town should adequately pre- 
pare itself in accord with whatever is decreed as necessary 
for Civilian Defense by the Federal Government. The sums 
of money called for, however, are substantial and the recom- 
mendation is made therefore that a committee be appointed 
by the Moderator to study whether the intent of these ar- 
ticles might not be fully accomplished with a lesser cash 
expenditure and to report thereon at the next town meet- 
ing. 

Article 36 3 

On this article dealing with proposed action as to 
the Peters High School building the Board does not: feel 
that it is in a position to make a recommendation. A com- 
mittee was appointed at last year’s Annual Meeting to make 
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a study of this situation and report thereon at this Town 
Meeting. This report will be made on the Town House floor 
and if it is favorably received a recommendation as to a speci- 
fic amount of money to carry this out will be made. ; 


ARTICLE 60. The Advisory Board does not feel that 
‘it is within its province to advise as to whether or not 
the town adopts:a Master Plan as proposed. If affirmative 
action is taken it is.recommended that the Planning Board 
be directed to investigate and recommend at the next Town 


Meeting as now to best put into effect such a plan.

At the Annual Town Meeting duly called and held in the 
Town Hall, Southborough on March 14, 1960 at 7 o’clock, the 
following Articles were voted upon in legal manner.

At the Special Town Meeting duly called and held in the 
Town Hall, Southborough on May 25, 1960 at 7:30 P. M., the 
following Articles were voted upon in legal manner. There

The Meeting was called to order at 8 o’clock by Moderator 
Everett W. Stephens. 


It was voted to dispense with the reading of the warrant. 


ARTICLE 1. ‘lo see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of $340,000.00 to increase and improve its 
water system and for the purpose of constructing and equip- 
ping a pumping station, and for, the purpose of constructing 
suitable water storage facilities and for the purpose of instal- 
ling water mains and such other pipes, fixtures, equipment 
and facilities as may be necessary therefor, and to determine 
how said appropriation shall be raised, whether by transfer 
from available funds or by borrowing or otherwise, or do or 
act anything in relation thereto. 


VOTED UNANIMOUSLY: That the sum of $340,000.00 
be appropriated for the purpose of extending, increasing and 
improving the town water system, and for constructing and 
equipping a pumping station, for constructing suitable water 
storage facilities, and for installing additional water mains 
and pipes, of not less than 6” in diameter; and that to meet 
said appropriation the sum of $3,000.00 be transferred from 
available funds in the Town Treasury and that the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is author- 
ized, under the authority of and in accordance with provisions 
of Chapter.44 of the General Laws, to borrow the sum of

Section 1. Scope. The provisions of these regulations 
shall relate to the construction, alteration and maintenance 
of buildings and other structures within. the limits of the 
Town of Southborough, County of Worcester, except such as 
are owned and occupied by the United. States, or owned and. 
occupied by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or by any 
County; and also excepting bridges, quays and wharves. 


These regulations shall become effective upon acceptance 
by the Town of Southborough, in accordance with the provi-" | 
sions of General Laws, Chapter 143, Section 3. ‘- 


Section 2. Building Department. There shall be-a de- 
partment to be called the Building Department. - 


Section 3. Building Official. The office of Inspector of 
‘Buildings is hereby established. The Inspector of Buildings 
shall be appointed, and may at pleasure be removed, by the 
Board of Selectmen, who shall fix his salary and provide for 
reimbursement of his incidental expenses in the performance 
of his duties. 


No person shall be appointed as Inspector of Buildings 
who has not had at least five years experience as a builder, 
civil engineer or architect, or as a superintendent, foreman, 
or competent mechanic in charge of construction. 


The Inspector of Buildings shall enforce all laws and 
regulations relating to the construction, alteration, repair, 
removal, demolition, equipment, use and occupancy, location 
and maintenance of buildings and structures, except as may 
otherwise be provided. He shall inspect all building opera- 
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tions within the Town, and shall have the right of entry at 
. reasonable hours. He shall require that all workmanship and’. 
all building materials shall be of good quality, and that types 
and methods of construction shall be in accordance with gen- 
erally accepted standards of engineering practice as defined 
by the Board of Standards Basic Principles of Building Con- 
struction, and not inconsistent with law. In case of violation 
of these regulations, he shall order, in writing, the suspen- ° 
sion of the work, which notice shall state the conditions under 
which work may be resumed. 


‘Section 4. Records and Reports. The Inspector of 
Buildings shall keep records of applications, permits issued, 
certificates issued, inspections, reports and notices or orders 
issued. He shall make a report to the Board of Selectmen an- 
nually, and at such other times as requested by said Board. . 


Section 5. Application for Permits. It shall not be 
lawful to. construct, alter, remove, demolish, or change the . 
class of occupancy of any building: or structure without first 
filing with the Inspector of Buildings an application in writ-: 
ing, and obtaining a permit. 


An Aspieation for a permit shall be submitted in such 
form as the Inspector of Buildings may prescribe, and shall 
be made by the owner or his duly authorized representative. 


agoieatons for permits shall be accompanied by such 
plans, drawings and other data as the Inspector. of Buildings 
may require. When required by the Inspector of Buildings, | 
there shall be filed also a plot diagram drawn to scale, show- 
ing the size and location by dimension of the proposed new 
construction and other existing or proposed structures on 
adjoining property within ten feet of the property lines. 


Nothing in this section shall prohibit the filing of amend- 
‘ments to an application. Such amendments, after approval, 
shall be filed with and be deemed a part of the original appli- 
cation. In existing buildings, minor repairs may be made 
without filing an applicaton for obtaining a permit. ; 


Section 6. Permits, Inspections, Fees. It shall be the 
duty of the Inspector of Buildings to act upon applications for 
a permit, plans or amendments thereto, without unreason- 
able or unnecessary delay.

The Inspector of Buildings shall inspect all buildings or 
structures during construction to see that the provisions of 
these regulations are complied with and that the construction 
is prosecuted safely. 


The fee required for a building permit shall be that 
established by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 7. Certificate of Occupancy. “It shall be unlaw- 
ful to use or permit the use of any building or premises or 
part thereof hereinafter created, erected, changed or con- 
verted wholly or partly in its use or structure, until a certi- 
ficate of occupancy shall have been issued by the Inspector 
of Buildings, certifying that the conditions of the permit 
have been fulfilled in accordance with the provisions of these 
regulations. 


Upon request of the holder of a permit, or the owner, 
the Inspector of Buildings may issue a temporary certificate 
of occupancy for part of a building; provided that such tem- 
porary occupancy or use would not jeopardize life, limb or 
property. \ 


Section 8. Unsafe Buildings. Upon notice of an unsafe 
building, the Inspector of Buildings shall proceed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 143, Sec- 
tion 6 to 12, inclusive. 


Section 9. Penalty. If no other penalty for violations 
is provided, whoever violates any of the provisions of these 
regulations shall be liable to a fine of not less than fifty, nor 
more than one hundred dollars, ” or do or act anything in rela- 
tion thereto. 


Prior to taking a vote on this article, the Moderator an- 
nounced that he had been advised by the Town Counsel that 
the decision in the Supreme Court case of Bloomquist vs. 
Arlington in February, 1959, held that a Town By-Law may 
be amended by majority vote. Therefore, a majority would 
be sufficient to carry a motion to amend the By-Laws.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To: Citizens and Taxpayers 
Town of Southborough, Massachusetts 


This past year has been one of the busiest years ever 
spént by your Board of Selectmen. Many problems presented. 
themselves and your selectmen endeavored to solve these 
problems in a manner which they felt was in the best interests 
of all the inhabitants of the town. Some of these problems 
were of a.routine nature and could be resolved on the lines of 
solution of similar past problems, but a number of questions 
that confronted your Board had no ready solution and no prec- 
edent on which to base its actions. Following is a brief resume 
of a few of the highlights of the actions taken by your select- 
men. 


The second phase of our street light modernizing plan 
was carried out and the final portion of this plan will be com- 
pleted during 1961. We strongly recommend that this pro- 
gram be continued in the future and that we never again al- 
low ourselves to fall so far behind. 


Both the Chapter 90 and Chapter 81 road work, as out- 
lined by the State Engineers, were completed in spite of high- 
way employee salary problems with which the Board was con- 
fronted. 


The engineering account was used quite extensively this 
year. Both the Selectmen and the Planning Board used more 
than the amounts allocated but the Board of Health agreed to 
the use by both departments, of a portion of their allocation. 
As a result of this co-operation, neither the Selectmen nor the 
Planning Board had-to request a transfer of funds. In the fu- 
ture, an ever increasing appropriation will have to be made 
for this account, as engineering services demands are Ste aehe 
with each year. 


As a result of the Town vote to accept the provisions of 
Chapter 139, Section 1, 2 & 3 of the General Laws, the dan- 
gerous condition of the water tank on the old Cordaville Wool- 
en Mill has been remedied by the removal of the tank—at no 
cost to the Town. — 
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The Fayville School was disposed of at public auction for 
$4100.00. Article 36 of this year’s Annual Warrant requests 
the Town to vote on the disposition of the money received for 
this building. 


Drainage projects, all in the south side of the TOW, as 
voted by the townspeople, have been completed. We strongly 
urge the town to act favorably on the requests contained in 
this year’s warrant for additional drainage work. Each year 
drainage maintenance should be accomplished so that the 
town will not be faced with several major drainage problems 
coming all in the span of two or three years.” 


The so-called John and Mitchell Streets ‘projects were © 
carried out as far as the Board felt it was economically sound 
to do so at this time. The drainage portion of the John Street 
area was more costly than estimated and also more extensive 
than originally planned and as a result it is now necessary to 
enlarge the drainage pipe presently in Central Street. An ar- 
ticle in this year’s warrant requests the town to appropriate 
$1,000.00 to be added to the remainder of the John Street ap- 
propriation so that this project may be properly completed. 


As voted under Article #3 of the Special Town Meeting | 
of May 25, 1960, the Board appointed the following to the 
Building ‘Department. 


Roland Messier—Building Inspector 


Elwin Robbins—Electrical Inspector 


Raymond Cibelli—Assistant Building Inspector in 
charge of Plumbing Inspection. ; 


Anyone desiring to construct a new building, make addi- 
tions or alterations to existing structures, should contact the 
Building Inspector and procure the necessary forms and per- 
mits. To avoid needless expense or delay, this should be done 
before any work is started as those persons not securing per- 
mits will be forced to stop such work until all requirements 
regarding permits are complied with 


The total number of licenses and permits issued were 
eighty-five (85) of which twenty-four (24) were zoning permits 
for new homes. 
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; Gasoline consumption for 1960 amounted to: 16,832.7 gal- 
ons. 


To protect and secure rights of the Town of Southbor- — 


ough, members of the Board attended a number of hearings 
in Boston and Worcester. 


Contained in the warrant, to be acted on at the Annual 

- Town Meeting to be held on March 13, 1961,.are a number of 

articles of vital importance to the town and we urge all. voters 

to avail themselves of the opportunity to attend this meeting, 
express their opinion and vote. .;

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 
AND BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Southborough, Massachusetts 


. The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age As- 
sistance submits the following report of its work for the past 
year ending on December 31, 1960. 


General Relief 


Nine persons were aided during 1960 with five new ap- 
plications. We received full reimbursement from the State in 
three cases and from other Towns and Cities, for two more 
cases. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


During the year 1960, aid was rendered to twenty-eight 
persons in this category of assistance. Two new cases were 
added and five cases were closed. There is part reimburse- 
ment from the Federal and State Governments for this expen- 

iture. 


Disability Assistance . 


_The Town of Southborough has granted aid to two per- 
sons who had been approved by the State and Medical Board 
for this category of assistance. Two new applications were 
denied. Both Federal and State Governments reimburse the 
Town for a part of its expenditures. 


‘Old Age Assistance 


, Forty-one persons: were assisted during the year 1960. 
Of the forty-one persons aided, eight came from other Towns 
for whom Southborough is fully reimbursed; for thirteen oth- 
ers, the State assumes full financial responsibility. Three for- 
mer Southborough residents were aided in other communities 
and the proportionate share of their support was charged to 
this. Town. Reimbursement to the Town for a part of these 
expenditures is received regularly from the Federal and State 
Governments. . <= 


There were seven new applications for Old Age Assist- 
ance, six of which were approved and one cancelled. - Five ac- 
counts were closed due to death or to increased resources. 
Nine were transferred to the new category, Medical Aid to the 
Aged. 
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One Old Age Assistance Real Estate Lien was released 
by payment tothe Town, of a total'of $3,329.67. We were also 
reimbursed for a hospital bill paid by General Relief. The 
amount was $198.27. 


Medical Assistance to the Aged 
A new category of aid became effective as of 10-1-60, 
namely, Medical Aid to the Aged. This applies to persons age 
65 or over who have insufficient income and savings to meet 
heavy medical cabins: ,

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


To'the Board of Selectmen and 
The Citizens of the Town of. Southborough: . 


Capal problems of small towns will not decrease in the’ - 
foreseeable future. However, the work of the Southborough 
‘law department could be substantially decreased if the town. 
were to employ sufficient competent engineering service. A 
very large portion of the work: of the Planning Board, the 
Board of Appeals, and the Highway Departmenut relates to 
matters requiring engineering services. If such services are 
not available, the work of the Town Counsel in preparing 
easements and related work is increased enormously, and it. 
is not always certain that easements, deeds, street lay-outs, 
etc. accomplish the results they are designed to accomplish. 


The importance of sufficient competent engineering 
services in the future cannot be over emphasized. 


DISPOSITION OF LITIGATION PENDING ON 
JANUARY 1, 1960 


Town of Southborough vs. Lee 


‘On January 4, 1960, the Worcester Superior Court en- 
tered a final decree in favor of the Town. Since no appeal 
to the Supreme Judicial yourt was taken by Mr. Lee, this. 
decree was final. 


Land Damage Cases 


Two suits brought in the Worcester Superior Court to 
recover for damage sustained as the result of eminent domain 
proceedings on Fisher Road were defended and settled. It is 
very unlikely that the petitioners could have won their suits 
against the town due to a legal technicality, but in view of 
the fact that the land was taken and used for highway pur- 
poses, moral justice required the town to make some pay- 
ment. 


Club 85 Liquor License 


On December 29, 1959, a suit was brought by Club 85. 
against the Selectmen ’and the Alcoholic Beverage Commission 
relative to action in revoking the club’s liquor license. Since. 
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the process was. not served on the Board of Selectmen they 
did not appear in the suit. The Court ordered. the Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission to grant a hearing to Club 85 on its 
appeal from the decision of the Selectmen in revoking its 
license in December, 1959. As a result, such a hearing was 
held and the Commission recommended that the Selectmen 
issue a 1960 license. From their failure to'do so, Club 85 
re-appealed to the Alcoholic Beverage Commission which held 
another hearing on December 22, 1960. As the result of this 
hearing the Commission ordered the Selectmen to restore the 
license. The Selectmen refused to do so. At the present time 
the Commission has not restored the license to Club 85. 


Two suits brought in 1955 to recover for personal injuriés 
and property damage sustained as a result of. an alleged de- 
fect in a highway are still pending in Middlesex Superior 
Court. . 


In the latter part of 1959, there was filed a legislative. 
bill which would authorize the town to take 400,000 gallons 
of water daily and without charge from the Hultman Aque- 
duct, so called. Despite vigorous pressure, the bill was not 
acted upon by the legislature, and was referred to the next 
annual session. This action was tantamount to defeat. 


In 1960 another bill for the same purpose was filed: It 
‘is hoped that the legislature will take favorable action on 
this bill. : 


During the 1960 session of the iepiatsnine the Town 
Counsel and various other officers and citizens of the town 
attended legislative hearings relating to a bill which would 
authorize the town to adopt the town manager form of gov- 
ernment. The legislature acted unfavorably upon this bill. 


During 1960 a number of drainage easements: were 
taken on behalf of the town. ;

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Southborough, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Board of Health submits herewith a report of its 
work in 1960.. 


. As has been the case in the past several years much of 
our work has been related to domestic sewage disposal plans 
incident to new building. In instances where substantial de- 
velopment was proposed on land draining to the reservoir 
the guidance of the State Board of Health’s Division of Sani- 
tary Engineering has -been sought. 


. This year the immunization phase of the so-called Well- 
Child Conference of prior years and the Poliomyelitis Vac-. 
cination clinics were combined so that on June 4 free injec- 
tions of triple antigen (D.P.T.) were offered to pre-school 
children, Poliomyelitis vaccine (Salk) was.given to persons 
eligible under the extant State regulations, and candidates 
for the first grade were vaccinated against Smallpox. We 
propose to do the same in 1961. 


The problem of odor from the waste disposal works of 
the Deerfoot Farms Co. (Hygrade) continues -to receive our 
attention, and on December 14 two of our members met 
with representatives of the State Department of Public Health, 
the Metropolitan District Commission and the engineering firm 
engaged by Hygrade Food Products, Inc. Hygrade’s engi- 
neers have collaborated with those of the State Department 
of Public Health to the extent that a solution appears to be in 
sight — that is, if certain proposals are complied with the 
odor from the beds should be substantially abated, the spray 
irrigation should be eliminated, and the effluent into Taylor 
Brook should be less noxious. A schedule for compliance to 
these proposals has been submitted by the State authorities. 
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. This Board feels the schedule to be fair and will expect 
compliance. Should any delay develop responsible opinion 
will be sought as to further action necessary to clean up ‘this: 
chronic sore.

’ Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year engine 
December 31, 1960. 


The Town of Southboro having 58 miles of road, is oper- 
ated with one Highway Superintendent, three (3) steady men 
and eight (8) pieces of equipment. 


The labor..dispute that occurred this. summer, fasting 
three weeks, was temporarily settled with the co- operation 
of the Personnel Board. However, with the shut down we 

were still able to complete our work for the year. 


All Chapter 81 work for 1960 was completed for the year 
which included the following work: 


Cutting of brush, Oiling and Taring of all Chapter 
81 roads. 
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The Contract of Chapter 90 Maintenance was completed 
on November 30, 1960. ‘This included . doing the ae 
work: 


Drainage, Oiling, Patching and Honeiug: on all 90 
- roads. 


Installing a Hot Top gutter on the corner of Fram- 
ingham Road and Boston Road—a distance of 700 feet. 


New -shoulders were put in on the west side of 
Framingham Road—a distance of 3,000 feet—4 feet wide. 


Richards Road was re-built and re-surfaced from Corda- 
ville Road to Atwood Road. The bank was eeoces seeded 
down and drainage put in. 


Drainage which was needed very nay was installed on 
the following roads and street: ; 


Cordaville Road, Framingham Road, Wood Street, 
Moulton Road, Bryden Road, Southville Road and Atwood 
. Road. A total of two thousand eight hundred thirty-seven

The Contract ‘on Chapter 90 Construction of’ Fiaming- 
ham Road ‘for 1959 and 1960 was completed on August 13, 
1960.

The road was re-built and re-surfaced,.a distance of 
3,000 feet long and 32 feet wide. The road was raised 
2 feet and the curve was cut back for a clearer view. A 
total of 60 trees were cut down and stumps removed. 
Also drainage was installed. 
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(2,837) feet, eight (8) drop inlets, eleven (11) manholes, 
eleven (11) catch basins, 1254 feet of 12 inch pipe, 1,155 
feet of 18 inch pipe and 428 feet of 24 inch pipe. 


The brook on Prentiss Street to Wood Street was cleaned, 
widened and graded. A distance of 4,000 feet. Also two (2) 
16 foot bridges were built across the brook for use as a cross- 
over. ARTICLE 63. 


The brook on Richards Road to Cordaville Road was 
cleaned, widened and graded, a distance of 2500 feet.

Gentlemen: 


Herewith ‘is presented the thirty-first annual report ‘of 
the Board of Water Commissioners, Hr the year ee 
December 31, 1960. ; 


Ten monthly meetings, five special meetings and fumed 
ous conferences with the engineering firm of Whitman & 
Howard on improvements to the Water System, were held. 


At a. Special Town Meeting. held May 25, 1960, the Town 
voted to proceed with the construction .of a new source. of 
water supply together with connecting distribution mains 
and storage facilities. A sum of eee was Voted to 
finance’ ‘the project. — 


The. firm of Whitman & Howard, Inc., of Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, the Engineers who made the studies and report and 
proposed the work to be undertaken, proceeded with the 
ne and preparation of specifications and drawings for 
the worl i 


The improvements in general, consist of the construc- 
tion of a pumping station adjacent to the Metropolitan District 
Commission Hultman Aqueduct where: it crosses. Ward. Road 
in the northwest corner of the Town. The water would be 
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pumped from the aqueduct through 12-inch mains in Ward 
Road and Main Street, connecting to the existing distribution 
system at its terminal point just west of Sears Road. A 12-inch 
main would also be installed in Lovers Lane, Flagg Road and 
new streets of a housing development being constructed west — 
of Flagg Road, to a new 1,300,000 gallon reservoir: . 


Bids. were opened on August 29, 1960, for the work con- 
sisting of furnishing and installing the 12-inch water mains. 
The low bidder was the firm of Carl E. Lindstrom of Holden, 
Massachusetts, with a bid of $143,215.00 based on the esti- 
mated quantities of work to be done. The contract was 
awarded to this firm.and. the work under their. contract is 
substantially completed. 


The contract for supplying cast-iron fittings, was award- 
ed to Hilco Supply, Inc., of South Sudbury, Massachusetts, as 
low bidder. 


_-The contract for supplying hydrants, gate valves and 
gate boxes was awarded to H. R. Prescott & Sons, of Worces- 
ter, Massachusetts. 

In conjunction with the connection to the Metropolitan 
District Commission Hultman Aqueduct it was necessary to 
enter into a new contract with the Metropolitan Disrict Com- 
mission. Negotiations were,completed and a new contract 

signed on November 30, 1960. 


The proposals for furnishing the 1,300,000 gallon Steel 
Reservoir, were opened on January 23, 1961. The low bid for 
the Steel Reservoir, of $53,950.00, was submitted by the Chi- 
cago Bridge & Iron Co., of Boston, Massachusetts. 


On January 23, 1961, proposals for constructing a Pump- 
ing Station were opened. Apparent low. bidders were Ed-Mac, 
_ Inec., Worcester, Mass., Joseph P. McCabe, Inc., South Boston, 
Mass. and Paul J. McCarthy, Southboro, Mass. All proposals 
were taken under consideration and the contract will be 
awarded within ten days.

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REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Southborough, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During the year 1960, ‘one emergency arose whieh re- 
quired the services of our: local Civil Defense Organization; 
this occurred during the hurricane in September. The duties 
performed by our personnel, under the hazardous conditions 
as they existed, were most gratifying and enabled us to cope 
with the emergency -and keep our losses at a minimum. 


This year, various members again attended classes of 
instructions and/or meetings at Town, Sector, and Area levels, 
and also, they participated in State- Wide Alerts which were 
held for Civil Defense Personnel only.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


DISPOSITION OF PETERS HIGH SCHOOL 


The School Committee is unanimously in favor of the 
demolition of Peters High School, if it is legally possible to 
to do so. Steps are now being taken to determine if this can 
be done. Since Peters High has been abandoned as an ac- 
tive school building, the taxpayers of Southboro have been 
forced, by statutory requirements, to spend a considerable 
amount of money on insurance, heating and repairs for this 
building. As far back as 1950, The Harvard University Field 
Study Center reported to the Town that Peters High was ob- 
solete stating “it is the opinion of the Survey Group that steps 
should be taken at the earliest possible moment leading to 
the abandonment of Peters High School.”- The architects 
and engineers who designed Algonquin Regional High School 
and the Woodward Memorial School as well as every School 
Building Study Committee, with one exception, have recom- 
mended the razing of this building and the inadvisability of 
renovating it. 


‘WOODWARD MEMORIAL SCHOOL 


The six room addition to the Woodward Memorial School 
- is progressing on schedule. Barring any unforseen circum- 
stances, the school will be available for occupancy in Sep- 
tember 1961. 


In accordance with our.long range planning program, 
the next addition in school facilities should be located in the 
Southville - Cordaville section of the town, inasmuch as the 
Census figures indicate the growing school population to be 
in that area. 


Again, we bring to the attention of the citizens of South- 
boro that the facilities at Woodward School are available to 
all civic groups provided that there is no conflict with educa- 
tional activities. 


_ ADULT EDUCATION PROGRAM 

It has been gratifying to note the participation of the 
Townspeople in this program under the direction of Mr. 
John Ball. There are approximately one hundred and fifty 
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residents from town in the program. The curriculum has: 
been increased from twenty-two to twenty-seven courses. 


READING PROGRAM 


Another innovation instituted by the School Committee. 
in order to advance our reading program will be. the appoint-. 
ment of a Special Reading Teacher to assist children having 
reading difficulties. This will start September 1961. 


INCREASE OF COMMITTEE MEMBERSHIP 


In March of this year, your School Committee will be 
increased to five members. An article has been included in 
the Town Warrant requesting that the membership in the 
Algonquin Regional High School Committee be increased to 
include the five members from each town since we feel that. 
the best interest of our town and schools will be better served 
with all local board members included in the Algonquin 
School Committee.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


‘ 


To the School Committee and 
Citizens of Southborough: 


In this annual report for nineteen sixty mention will be 
made of several matters of community concern with regard 
to the public schools. Facts about our basic reading program 
and some planned improvements in it will, we hope, prove 
reassuring. Progress in curriculum construction will be re- 
ported. A few thoughts about the American philosophy of 
public education seem to be in order at a time when critics 
are urging imitation of foreign programs. Some reference to 
the Conant reports is indicated in relation to our planning at 
both junior and senior high school levels. 


BASIC READING PROGRAM 


We believe our reading program is a sound one. Our 
teachers are painstaking and skillful in carrying it out. The 
basic reading textbook series in use is published by the Scott 
Foresman Company and is generally considered the best.in 
the field. We are reliably informed that this series is used by -~ 
more public school systems in the United States than any 
other. We find it satisfactory and effective. The basic text- 
book series is reinforced and supplemented in the primary 
grades by special practice materials to develop strength in 
phonetic skills. The basic series, of course, places its greatest 
emphasis on meaning as it should. In the upper grades com- 
prehension skills are strengthened by the use of “Language 
Laboratories” provided by Science Research Associates. 
Interest in the reading program in general, and reading for 
enjoyment in particular, is enhanced through our classroom 
library policy. Attractive story books are always at hand to 
encourage children in voluntary reading. Results are checked 
annually by the use of the Iowa Basic Skills Tests on or about 
June first. Results on these nationally standardized _ tests 
have consistently indicated the soundness of our program. 
Further strengthening should result from an improvement in 
special services to be provided beginning next September. 
At that time a special reading teacher will be available in 
all schools to provide intensive individualized instruction to 
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those children whose achievement in reading is not reason- 
ably close to their indicated capacities. This new service 
should be very helpful to children having significant diffi- 
culty with reading. ; 


CURRICULUM DEVELOPMENT 


In September. of nineteen hundred and sixty, the entire 
faculty embarked on a long-range project. of developing and 
formalizing the curriculum for both the elementary unit and 
the junior high school group. As this study progresses, our 
faculty is comparing its thinking with curriculum progress 
elsewehre by means of careful analysis of formal curricula 
from outstanding school systems throughout the.country. The 
curriculum study is a tedious and: painstaking operation and 
will take several years to complete. The faculty study groups 
are peeaulne’ under the leadership of their respective prin- 
cipals. 


AMERICAN EDUCATIONAL PHILOSOPHY 


As one reads from time to time some of the outspoken 
criticism of American public education, there emerges from 
these articles a demand for a type of education which “‘pushes - 
the best and forgets the rest.’ This point of view has been 
typicai for many years of certain foreign educational pro- 
grams with which our American program has frequently 
been contrasted by critics. Let no one be in doubt, this is 
not the American approach. American free public schools 
have stood consistently for the democratic objective of de- 
veloping the full potential of every American youth, rather 
than to concentrate on overdevelopment of an outstanding few 
talented students. We are proud to reaffirm this principle, 
but ‘not too proud to recheck our own procedures to be sure 
that we are doing all that we can to give talented students 
the stimulation which they need for maximum growth and 
achivement. At the same time, we shall hold fast to our ¢on- 
viction that the average and the slow student merit, under 
our American program, the same measure of concern and 
effort as their more talented classmates. “2 


THE CONANT REPORTS 


The public schools of America are indeed fortunate that 
among distinguished men, outstanding in higher education, 
there is one who has cared deeply enough about the progress 
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ef American public education to make a significant contribu- 
tion to its welfare. James Bryant Conant has kept himself 
in full contact with the public education over the years, and 
has been sympathetic and understanding toward its problems 
and aware of its strengths. With rare understanding and 
clear vision, he has provided a standard of staple values with 
which American secondary schools may evaluate their pro- 
grams. ‘The American High School Today” and ‘Education 
in the Junior High School Years” were done by Dr. Conant 
under a grant from the Carnegie Corporation. Our new Re- 
gional High School checks out closely with all but three or 
‘four of the twenty-one recommendations made in Dr. Conant’s 
high school report. Similarly, the Conant junior high school 
report confirms the objectives which we are working toward 
in our reorganization of our own junior high. school curri- 
culum. It underscores the recognized need ‘for a central 
junior high school library and also for guidance services for 
this age group. Introduction of a foreign language, by a 
bilingual teacher, in grade seven and eight for advanced 
groups is deemed to be desirable also. These three points 
comprise a platform for improvement in the near future in 
our junior high school program. 


IN CONCLUSION 
As ever, I would extend my appreciation to all who have 
helped the educational cause during the. past year; interested: 
citizens, School Committee, and all school employees.

‘. TO the School Committee and the Citizens of Northborough and 
oun Onoige: 


Upon: the completion of its ‘first full year of operation, an: encisais 
of strengths and ‘weaknesses of the new school should be vonsinuerive 
in pointing the way to future development. 


The plant. itself and the basic site. development, including athletic 
and parking facilities, seem to be fully adequate to meet all reasonable 
service demands presently foreseen. In general, the building appears 
well planned to meet the requirements of the educational program. No 
major oversights have yet appeared. Similarly, the skillful use of qual- 
ity, materials in construction will, we believe, result in relatively low 
long-range maintenance costs. No major trouble with the mechanical 
systems of the plant has’ been encountered to date. The equipment 
throughout, the building is consistently of high quality and plentiful in 
quantity. Visitors’ comment has consistently indicated that the physical 
plant is admirably related to educational needs. 


High standards of personnel selection have, been applied with ‘vis- 
ible results in staff performance. Administration of the school has been 
orderly and competent. Student dicipline has been stable and relaxed, 
indicating a most coopérative student attitude and good administrative 
procedures. Custodial service has been of the highest. caliber, efficient, 
eager, and. cheerful. The School Committee has provided a faculty sal- 
ary schedule which has made it possible to insist on strong teaching 
qualifications for’ appointment.. Most vacancies have been filled by 
experienced teachers. Difficulty is being encountered in the fields of 
mathematics and science because of acute shortage of qualified teachers 
in these fields due to industrial competition. While the faculty is po- 
tentially very strong, its full effectiveness as a coordinated team will 
require time and persistant individual effort before it is realized. 


It is too early to evaluate the effectiveness of the school’s basic edu- 
cational philisophy and program. We believe they are sound and that 
they will demonstrate their worth. In the meantime we believe it will 
be helpful to review here the main elements of the program in order 
that parents,in particular, may be fully informed of our objectives 
which follow: 


1. Constant effort to meet the varying educational needs of al] the: 


youth in the community. 

2, Slow learners encouraged to remain in school through high schoo] 
graduation by means of “practical” sections designed for their 
needs. 

3. Bright students challenged to maximum growth through “honors” 
sections in which the pace is fast and the standards unusually high. 

4, A marking system which is objectively honest but which will 
stimulate maximum effort at all levels of ability. 

§ Encouragement of self-discipline as the major control of student 
behavior. 


6. Flexible scheduling of a wide diversity of course offerings to ap- 
: _ peal strongly to individual interests of all students, : 
7. ‘Adequately long instructional] periods. One hour periods “with 
_ fifteen minutes of supervised study included ig our objective. 
8. An increased academic load of five rather than: four major courses 
as the standard for each student. 
9. Class enrollments limited to maximums which permit adequate 
‘individual attention. 
10: Controlled participation by all students in an interesting and.
